teams dug through tons of 
rock and debris today in a 
race with time and poison 
gas to reach miners trapped 
by a massive subterranean 
earthquake. 
At

known to be dead in the shambles 
made of the mine by this north­ 
ern Nova Scotia town’s second 
mine disaster in two years. One 
of the bodies was brought to the 
surface and a su rvive reported 
seeing the other eight below. 
Arnold Patterson, a spokesman 
for the Cumberland Railway and 
Coal 
Co. 
which 
operates 
the 
mine, said 84 miners still were 
trapped and possibly alive. 
He 
said 166 men were working in the 
mine as the “ bump” occurred. Of 
these 76 were brought to the sur­ 
face alive. Seventeen of the res­ 
cued were injured seriously.

ing” but early today reports said 
50 to 55 of the trapped men were 
at the 7,300 foot level and that 
rescue crews had run into gas.
